Next  time  they  update  Roget’s 
Thesaurus  of  English  Words  and 
Phrases,  the  publishers  should  give 
serious  thought  to  a  new  inclusion. 
The  listing  could  appear  alongside 
“enthusiasm”,  “determination”,  or 
perhaps  even  “visionary”.  In  each  case, 
the  inclusion  would  read  the  same: 
“Frank  Fox”. 

Sydney  architect  and  long-time 
Tattersall’s  Club  member  Frank  Fox 
richly  deserves  our  accolade  of  Man  of 
the  Month. 

As  founder  director  of  Old  Sydney 
Town,  the  big  tourist  project  at 
Somersby,  near  Gosford,  Frank  has 
good  reason  to  be  one  of  the  proudest 
men  in  Australia. 

On  Australia  Day  (January  26)  his 
dream  of  re-creating  Sydney’s 
beginnings  finally  came  to  fruition.  It 
took  seven  years,  an  enormous  amount 
of  money,  and  almost  broke  his  health, 
but  it  was  aptly  stated  on  Opening 
Day:— 

“Men  and  women  and  children 
from  all  over  Australia  and  from  many 
parts  of  the  world  who  will  visit  this 
place  in  the  years  to  come,  will  be  able 
to  say,  about  Frank  Fox,  ‘if  you  seek 
his  monument  look  around’  ”. 

Frank’s  dream  began  to  take  shape 
when  he  found  the  Somersby  site. 
“As  soon  as  I  drove  on  to  the  250  acre 
property,”  he  recalls,  “it  was 
transformed  in  my  mind’s  eye  into 
Old  Sydney. 

“I  saw  the  creek,  and  there  was  the 
Tank  Stream.  The  slope  above  it 
would  become  the  Rocks  area.  I 
imagined  houses,  workshops  and  stores 
being  established  there,  with  people  at 
work  —  thatchers  and  coopers, 
blacksmiths,  tinsmiths  and 
shipwrights.” 

When  discussions  began  in  earnest, 
the  pioneer  research  team  discovered 
that  it  was  possible  to  superimpose 
early  survey  maps  on  the  Somersby 
site.  The  resemblance  to  the  original 
was  astonishing.  Old  Sydney  Town 
employees  say,  in  fact,  that  if 
Governor  Bligh  came  back  to  life,  he 
would  be  able  to  find  his  way  around 
blind-folded  without  a  moment’s 
hesitation. 

But  Frank  Fox  was  soon  to 
discover  that  dreams  can  be  expensive 
things.  “Hundreds  of  dollars  became 


thousands,”  he  says,  “and  it  was 
obvious  that  the  thousands  would 
soon  become  millions  —  and  I  would 
need  help.” 

I  sought  partners  who  would  share 
my  vision  and  enthusiasm,  and  am 
deeply  grateful  to  both  the  Bank  of 
New  South  Wales  and  the  Australian 
Government  for  their  financial 
involvement  and  their  unending 
encouragement.  Without  them,  there 
would  be  no  Old  Sydney  Town  .  .  .” 

The  most  heart-warming  aspect  of 
Old  Sydney  Town’s  evolvement  is  the 
extraordinary  degree  of  participation 
by  every  member  of  the  Fox  family. 

Frank’s  wife  Kay  was,  and  still  is, 
responsible  for  much  of  the  research 
work.  “And  when  the  going  got 
tough,”  Frank  readily  admits,  “it  was 
Kay  who  kept  me  on  the  rails”. 

Kay’s  grandfather,  George 
Murtough,  was  a  Tattersall’s  Club 
identity,  so  she  figures  in  this  profile 
in  her  own  right.  Mr  Murtough  has  a 
variety  of  very  valid  claims  to  fame, 
but  he  is  best  remembered  in  the  turf 
fraternity  for  naming  Rosebery 
Racecourse.  He  was  a  founder  member 
and  original  chairman  of  the  Rosebery 
track  which  has  now,  alas  vanished 
from  the  scene. 
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Each  of  Frank’s  four  sons,  and  his 
daughter  Anne-Marie,  have  also  played 
prominent  roles  in  the  creation  of  Old 
Sydney  Town.  Michael  was  the 
architect  of  the  scheme;  Stephen  is  the 
site  manager;  Peter  located  and 
purchased  much  of  the  equipment 
and,  during  university  vacation, 
doubled  as  a  convict  (“he  was  virtually 
flogged  out  of  existence!”  says  Frank). 
Even  David,  a  specialist  in  preventive 
medicine,  has  been  intimately 
involved. 


Frank  pays  tribute  to  the 
contributions  of  his  sons’  wives,  and 
their  children,  too. 

“They  have  all  given  more  time, 
effort  and  loyalty  than  any  father 
could  hope  for,”  he  says. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  he  is  an 
unashamed  history  buff,  Frank  is 
often  asked  why  he  decided  to 
re-create  the  Sydney  Cove  of  1 81 0. 

He  pulls  no  punches.  “In  many 
respects,”  he  says,  “we  have  not  been 
good  inheritors.  We  have  wiped  out 
almost  every  trace  of  our  beginnings 
in  the  name  of  progress. 

“At  Old  Sydney  Town  we  have 
tried  to  reverse  that  trend.  Instead  of 
pulling  down  we  are  building  — 
re-creating  —  a  priceless  piece  of  our 
heritage. 

“We  have  done  this  for  every 
Australian.  Whether  your  ancestors 
came  with  the  First  Fleet,  or  whether 
you  stepped  ashore  to  begin  a  new  life 
only  yesterday,  is  not  important.  I 
believe  the  opportunity  to  step  back  in 
time  together  will  make  it  easier  for  all 
of  us  to  face  the  challenges  of  the 
future.” 

The  words  are  those  of  a  true 
visionary,  and  do  much  to  fill  out  a 
profile  of  the  essential  Frank  Fox. 

Old  Sydney  Town  occupies  much 
of  his  attention  nowadays. 

He  handed  over  his  architectural 
practice  to  his  son  Michael  several 
years  ago. 

But  breeding  and  racing  is 
obviously  going  to  play  an  increasingly 
important  role  in  his  life  now  that 
Old  Sydney  Town  is  a  going  concern. 

In  partnership  with  his  son  David, 
Frank  owns  Sunset  Red,  a  full  brother 
of  Gunsynd.  Father  and  son  have  also 
purchased  Kaleem,  a  yearling  filly, 
which  they  intend  racing  in  the  Fox 
colours.  Kaleem  (sired  by  Aloe  out  of 
Radiant  Maid)  is  related  to  Dalray,  and 
is  already  showing  much  promise. 

Frank  is  currently  looking  for  a 
suitable  property  in  the  Hunter  Valley 
area  to  establish  a  stud.  In  addition  to 
racehorses,  the  Fox’s  intend  to  breed 
Pertrams. 

The  future  looks  good,  and  Frank  is 
particularly  pleased  to  be  in 
partnership  with  his  family. 

But  it  couldn’t  have  been  any  other 
way  with  a  man  who,  throughout  his 
life,  has  steadfastly  maintained  that 
“family  comes  first”.

Hase  gracefully  conceded  the  first 
and  ultimately  the  second  frame  to  his 
opponent. 

Foster  thereby  gained  his  third  title 
of  Snooker  Champion  and  the  Club  is 
proud  to  proclaim  a  player  with  such 
outstanding  ability. 

Warren  has  just  started  to  compete 
in  billiards  matches  and  it  is  my  belief 
that  his  adeptness  with  the  cue  and  his 
recent  record  break  in  snooker  are 
partly  due  to  his  familiarisation  with 
all  facets  of  billiards  play. 

Warren  should  go  far  in  both  games. 

Once  again,  our  evergreen 
champion,  George  Mousally,  has  won 
the  billiards  crown,  when  he  easily 
downed  Roy  Bryden.  Roy  is  also  a 
great  player  and  his  achievements  on 
the  table  are  well  known  to  all 
members. 

It  is  a  shame  that  the  art  of  billiards 
play  is  fast  disappearing  in  our  club, 
for  most  of  our  younger  players  favour 
snooker.  The  oldies  of  us  repine  the 
good  old  days  now  gone,  when 
billiards  was  presented  as  “the”  game. 
Fashions  change  and  to-day,  snooker 
enjoys  the  greater  popularity.  Trying 


to  analyse  the  reason  for  this,  it 
becomes  difficult  to  come  up  with  the 
answers.  I  have  always  regarded 
snooker  as  the  “Jazzy”  game  when 
compared  with  billiards  of  the 
“Classical”  era.  No  doubt  the 
variations  in  billiards  provide  the 
fundamental  techniques  underlying 
both  games,  but  snooker  is  by  far 
more  appealing  because  it  is  quicker 
and  more  colourful,  with  so  many 
balls  on  the  table. 

Thinking  back  to  the  twenties  and 
thirties,  I  can  recall  several  members 
capable  of  making  100  breaks,  but 
sadly  now,  I  know  of  only  one  player, 
George  Mousally,  who  is  able  to  do 
this  in  billiards.  To  me,  this  indicates 
a  waning  interest  in  billiards  as  players 
seem  to  be  shifting  their  focus  on  the 
more  showy  snooker.
